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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 through 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims fail to clearly set forth the structural and operative relationship 
between the various elements comprising the "auxiliary pile carrier." For 
example, claim 1 fails to clearly define the "supporting elements" as comprising a 
part of the "auxiliary pile carrier." Nor does claim 1 clearly establish the structural 
arrangement of the "supporting elements" to form such a pile carrier. 
Accordingly, it is not clearly understood what structural arrangement is intended 
to be encompassed by the claims. 

Also, lines 14-20 of claims 1 and 9 are non-sensical because the "insertion 
direction" has not been clearly established in the claims. 
In claim 2 line 3, the language "said guide holding said extension" lacks 
antecedent basis. The only guide clearly defined is the one through which the 
"supporting elements" are to be pushed. 

In claim 7, it is not clearly understood how the "supporting members form an 
auxiliary pile supporting table" since the structural and operative relationship 
among these members has not been clearly established. Further, it is not 
understood how the "auxiliary pile supporting table" relates to the "auxiliary pile 
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carrier" previously recited in claim 1 . Are not these two elements in fact the 
same structure? 

3. Claims 1 through 9 appear they would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the lifting/lowering unit 
of claim 6 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.
